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DEATH COMES 

TO W. E. RHEA 

PASSES AWAY THIS MORNING 

Finds Rest After Long Struggle and 

Hopeful Waiting — Was Well 
Known and Greatly Loved 

Death relieved the long fight for 
life made by W. E. Rhea, one of the 
best loved men who ever came to 
Sierra Madre. The end came at one- 
thirty this morning. That it had been 
expected hourly for some time serves 
to lessen the shock brought by the 
sad tidings but does not make lighter 
the grief felt so generally at his 
passing. 

Mr. Rhea had been a resident of 
Sierra Madre three or four years, hav¬ 
ing come here, accompanied by Mrs. 
Rhea, in search of health. Save for 
short intervals during this time he 
had been able to be about town, 
sometimes walking but usually in a 
carriage. He made friends every¬ 
where, was keenly interested in cur¬ 
rent happenings, local and otherwise, 
and always genial and sympathetic. 
At times his condition seemed to im¬ 
prove. But for many months it had 
been apparent that only his matchless 
spirit and unflagging hope were keep¬ 
ing him alive. 

About a year ago he had erected 
the cozy bungalow on Grandln Ave¬ 
nue where they had since lived and 
had expected to make it their per¬ 
manent home, hoping against hope 
that he would he able to take up some 
business enterprise in this part of the 
country. He was a capable and suc¬ 
cessful business man, having been 
connected with large business inter¬ 
ests in Memphis, Tenn. 

Mrs. Rhea has the heartfelt sym¬ 
pathy of her friends, who are as nu¬ 
merous as those of her lamented hus¬ 
band. She will take the remains to 
the old home in Memphis for inter¬ 
ment.

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NEED STORM WATER DISTRICTS 

Beginning Is Made at Reclaiming 

Waste San Gabriel Valley Land 

During the recent floor season when 
the San Gabriel canyon poured forth 
its torrents of water which flooded 
vast areas of the San Gabriel Valley 
the sight was watched with interest 
by many Sierra Madre people. The 
changing lights during the forenoon 
made the scene unusual and beauti¬ 
ful. However, it was anything but 
beautiful to the ranchers down there 
who never knew where the channel 
would cut through next and who had 
not assurance that their homes or 
entire ranches would not be swept 
away. In the lower valley there was 
a different tale to tell. The construc¬ 
tion of deep, wide channels made it 
possible to carry off the surplus storm 
water without damage. Commenting 
on the situation the Artesia News 
says: 

The El Monte Gazette says: “Some 
action should be taken to form storm 
water districts to include the entire 
valley of the San Gabriel river, for 
the protection of property along the 
stream, to turn the waters back into 
the old channel and reclaim the land 
inundated by the change in the riv¬ 
er’s course. This must be done soon, 
or it may be too late.” 

Right you are, brother. Artesia 
has done the preliminary experimen¬ 
tal work and has proven beyond a 
doubt, that the flood waters of the San 
Gabriel can be controlled. It is now 
up to the rest of the valley to join 
with us and make a channel for the 
entire route of the river from the 
mountains to the sea. We have some 
twelve miles of channel down here at 
the lower end that carried the late 
flood in splendid shape, saving thou¬ 
sands of dollars. In only a few places 
did any water leave the channel and 
then it was only back wash and did 
no damage. Over on Old River the 
waters tore up things in terrible 
shape. Some people think that we 
did not receive as much water here 
as they did on Old River, but do not 
stop to consider that our channel was 
carrying the flood at three times the 
speed it was flowing over there. The 
result was as above stated. We were 
dry while Clearwater people were 
swimming. 

The levee district should be ex¬ 
tended the entire length of the 
stream, from the canyon’s mouth to 
tide water, and a channel constructed 
the entire distance. Such a channel 


should be built large enough to car¬ 
ry an immense volume of flood water, 
and carry it safely. A regulation 
dam and gate should be erected at the 
point where New River leaves the 
Old River, so that the flood may be 
equalized according to the carrying 
capacity of the channels below that 
point. A right-of-way should be 
bought for the entire distance and the 
channel always confined to that place. 
This would be a large undertaking, 
but with the work done around Ar¬ 
tesia as an example it would be a 
very simple matter if the people of 
the valley would only take the mat¬ 
ter up. 

Such a channel would require the 
construction of some thirty-five miles 
of channel in addition to the twelve 
Artesia now has. It would start at 
a point north of Azusa and run in al¬ 
most a direct line to the point where 
the river divides. From here a chan¬ 
nel would have to be constructed 
southwesterly along the present route 
of Old River, emptying into the bay 
near Long eBach, and another in a 
southerly direction to connect with 
the Artesia channel east of Downey. 
The work would cost about $5000 per 
mile, as near as can be judged from 
experience here, which would make 
an expenditure of some $175,000. 
This could be collected in the way of 
a tax from the terriory where the new 
channel is needed and it would never 
be felt. Or bonds could he issued, 
which would make the payments still 
easier. In a few years the valley 
would have a system of disposing of 
their storm water which would save 
property amounting to hundreds of 
times what the channel would cost. 

BOOST FOR SIERRA MADRE 

State Superintendent of Schools 
Hyatt has recently sent out a hand¬ 
some pamphlet entitled “School Ar¬ 
chitecture.” It is designed to elevate 
the standards of architecture in pub¬ 
lic school buildings and is profusely 
illustrated. Examples of the good 
and the bad are given, with their 
salient features pointed out. 

A large picture of the Sierra Madre 
public school building is given, with 
descriptive article entitled “A Beau¬ 
tiful School.” Portions of the article 
are worth reprinting: 

“The rooms open onto a court, 
with a cement floor and a fountain in 
the center and a beamed structure 
overhead. The beams are being cov¬ 
ered with growing vines and in a 
short time the school will pass 
through a court fairly well shaded 
by the vines. Each of the rooms has 
a separateness and independence that 
is delightful, and yet each dismisses 
its children into one general as¬ 
sembly, thus making the yard super¬ 
vision problem an easy one. The 
windows are shaded by Venetian 
blinds. This house is considered one 
of the model school houses of Los An¬ 
geles county.” 

Sierra Madre street scenes are also 
shown in other parts of the book but 
there is nothing to identify them for 
the casual reader.

The pre¬ 
cise situation of the label has a sig¬ 
nificance perfectly understood by the 
waiters in otner hotels, who will 
know as soon as you heave in sight 
whether you are addicted to liberal 
douceurs or whether you are among 
those who believe that virtue should 
be its own reward. A single glance 
at your baggage is enough for the 
waiter, and he will know at once 
whether to treat you with a loft\ dis¬ 
dain or whether he should crawl be¬ 
fore you upon that portion of his 
anatomy favored by the serpent after 
the Fall and that rhymes with jelly. 
It is one or the other with the Euro¬ 
pean waiter, and it is the position of 
the label upon your baggage that 
guides the deportment.

Californians get so in the habit of 
boasting of their year-round sun¬ 
shine that some people in other 
states get the notion that we have 
perpetual summer with nothing to in¬ 
dicate a change of seasons. On the 
contrary the heralds of the seasons 
are just as regular and easily iden¬ 
tified as in any other state. Like¬ 
wise the harbingers of a political 
campaign are ever the same. For, 
after giving no signs of life for about 
two years, every state officer in Sac¬ 
ramento who has any statistics or 
other “valuable” information to give 
our begins to remember his friends 
of the country press. Books, pamph¬ 
lets and circulars galore come by mail 
or prepaid express to remind us what 
good fellows they are up there at 
Sacramento. 

According to the daily newspaper 
stories of Paulhan’s flight to Arcadia, 
Sierra Madre was one of the towns 
whose streets were filled with people 
agog with excitement at the celestial 
yisitor. As a mattr of fact we have 
yet to hear of any one who saw the 
flight of Paulhan's airship from here. 
Most of the people were at Domin¬ 
guez aviation field and those who 
staid at home did so because they 
were too busy to be out in the streets 
looking for airships. 

At the annual meeting of the Los 
Angeles County Press Association 
held in Los Angeles on Monday of¬ 
ficers were elected for the year as 
follows: President, George B. Morg¬ 
ridge, Sierra Madre News; Vice-Presi¬ 
dent, J. C. Sherer, Glendale News; 
Secretary-Treasurer, J. E. Randall,. 
Artesia News (re-elected). It might 
be suspected that the boys were 
merely playing a joke on themselves 
in electing to the presidency the 
member who is youngest in years 
and one of the youngest in experi¬ 
ence. At any rate, he is keenly ap¬ 
preciative of the honor conferred, the 
more so as he succeeds in office B. F. 
Arnold, one of the oldest in point of 
experience, though one of the young¬ 
est in spirits. The two years of Mr. 
Arnold’s incumbency have been the 
best in the history of the association. 
At present some new projects are on 
foot which are expected to be of 
great benefit to members. An im¬ 
portant change was made in the by¬ 
laws whereby the membership is no 
longer limited to weekly papers but 


may include dailies in cities of less 
than 20,000 inhabitants. Thirty-five 
papers are now represented but it is 
expected that the membership will 
be increased under the new arrange¬ 
ment. _ 

WHAT ONE CITY HAS DONE 
Azusa has municipal water and 
electric plants. The city trustees 
made the consumers of electricity a 
Christmas present of a reduced price 
on “juice” and followed it up by 
making them a New Year’s present 
of the lowest water rate of any city 
in the county. The old rate was 75 
cents for the first thousand feet and 
50 cents for each subsequent thou¬ 
sand. The new rate is 50 and 40 
cents. Remember, this is for mu¬ 
nicipal water and is not furnished by 
a private corporation. 

It has been clearly shown that 
water could not be furnished by a 
private corporation in Sierra Madre 
at a rate much if any lower than at 
present. And it is doubtful is such a 
corporation could materially increase 
the present supply at any price that 
would not be prohibitive. The re¬ 
sults obtained with the Azusa mu¬ 
nicipal water plant furnish food for 
careful thought in connection with 
the proposition to municipalize the 
plant of the Sierra Madre Water Com¬ 
pany. _ 

. CARBIGAN FOR ATTORNEY 

County politics are warming up and 
are likely to occupy the stage most of 
the time now till fall. The name of 
Attorney John W. Carrigan has been 
frequently mentioned of late in con¬ 
nection with the district attorneyship 
and it is likely that he will give any 
other candidates who may appear a 
hard run for the place if he becomes 
a candidate. He is not numbered 
among the professionals in the politi¬ 
cal game, but is an able attorney with 
a large practice in Los Angeles. It 
is a safe venture that he would fill 
the office in a thoroughly satisfactory 
manner if elected. 

RETRIBUTION AND REPENTENCE 

The News is in receipt of a com¬ 
munication from Elder W. T. Black- 
erby in which he “humbly begs the 
forgiveness of all the people of Sierra 
Madre,” and confesses himself to he 
“a liar, a deceiver, a thief” and sev¬ 
eral other kinds of undesirable citi¬ 
zen, which need not be enumerated 
here in full. 

It will be remepibered that the 
Elder left Sierra Madre several weeks 
since, invoking quick destruction up¬ 
on the city and its people. His wrath 
had been aroused by an urgent invi¬ 
tation to leave town, extended by a 
body of men who persuaded him that 
they meant what they said. His work 
as a disturber of homes and as a re¬ 
ligious pretender had been previously 
condemned in this paper. 

It was an unfortunate incident, 
better quickly forgotten. But this 


much is printed in justice to some 
good people who were led to doubt 
the quality of their own Christian 
charity for entertaining what seemed 
to be the only logical opinion of the 
man and his actions here; also for 
the benefit of any who were deluded 
by him. Conscience or some other 
retributive nemesis evidently has been 
hard at work since his departure. He 
has made personal amends to a local 
pastor who was a particular object 
of his maledictions. May his reward 


he in keeping with the sincerity of 
his repentence.

REGISTRATIONS IN ORDER 

Registration for the August pri¬ 
mary elections and the general elec¬ 
tion in November are in order now. 
There is considerable change in the 
laws governing registration, mostly 
due to the new primary law. 

Under the law T as it now stands the 
voter must declare his party affilia¬ 
tion when registering. Otherwise he 
cannot participate at the primary 
election. 

In order to vote at the general elec¬ 
tion in November, 1910, every voter 
must register this year before 40 days 
previous to the election day, and if 
the new register is not completed 
within the time at which primaries 
are held, then the great register used 
at the preceding general election will 
be used. 

The August primary election will 
be held at the legally designated 
polling places in each precinct on the 
third Tuesday in August for the

Party candidates for the office of 
United States senator shall have 
their names placed on the official pri¬ 
mary election ballots of their respec¬ 
tive parties, provided, however, that 
the vote for candidates for the United 
States senators shall be an advisory 
vote for the purpose of ascertaining 
the sentiment of the voters in the 
respective senatorial and assembly 
districts; provided further that mem¬ 
bers of the legislature shall be at lib¬ 
erty to vote either for the choice of 
their respective districts, expressed at 
the primary election, or for the can¬ 
didate who shall have received the 
endorsement of the party at such pri¬ 
mary election in the greatest number 
of districts, electing members of such 
party to the legislature. 

SUBSIDIZED BURBANK 

California Weekly.—f ould Bur¬ 
bank be subsidized? The Carnegie 
institution has been subsidizing him, 
and now comes rumor that the sub¬ 
sidy is to be withdrawn, on the 
ground that Burbank has been “com¬ 
mercialized” by his exploiters. The 
charge may be true, but the remedy 
is not to withdraw the subsidy. If 
any man is worth putting beyond the 
concerns of personal care, it is Luther 
Burbank. But he needs a guardian 
to protect him from his fool friends. 
Burbank, be it remembered, is neith¬ 
er a scientist nor a business man. He 
is a horticulturist, with a unique and 
valuable genius. But he is “good 
stuff” for promoters to exploit in 
other capacities. So the book men 
got at him first, and had him get up 
a set of volumes, good enough in 
themselves, but spoiled by the meth¬ 
ods by which they were exploited. 
Then the Law Brothers undertook to 
incorporate him as a business insti¬ 
tution. The thing to do with Bur¬ 
bank is to let him alone and make 
others let him alone. He can only 
work in his own way. Let him work 
that way, and supply him with means 
to do it. And surround him with a 
fence, booster-tight and promoter- 
high. 


The mystery and glamour sur¬

! traces of the Grinnell exploring ex¬ 
pedition, lost the year before.
